LEAVING MONEY 10 CHILDREN: 
CAN DO. MORE HARM THAN GOOD 


QUESTION: My wife and I are approaching our retirement 


_ years, and we have been very blessed financially. We own several | 


large businesses and will have a sizable estate to pass on to our - 


. three children: How do you feel about leaving large amounts of — 


money to the next generation, and is there a right and wrong way 


. todo it? 


DR. DO BSON: My views.on that subject may not be what you 
want to hear, but I can only tell you what I've observed and what I 
firmly believe. In a word, I'm convinced that it is very dangerous 
to give large amounts of money to kids who haven't earned it. A 
sociological study published some time ago called Rich Kids vali- 
dated the concerns I have observed. The authors of that study 
concluded that large trust funds are usually destructive to those 
who inherit them. The case studies they cited were convincing. 

Human history also confirms the dangerous influence of 
money, Men and women have lusted for it, killed for it, died for it 
and gone to hell for it. Money has come between the best of _ 

. friends and brought down the proud and mighty. And alas, it has 
torn millions of marriages limb from limb! — 

It's also’been my observation that nothing will divide siblings 
more quickly than money. Giving them a large inheritance in- 
creases the probability of tension and disharmony within a family. © 
Your sons and daughters will fight over control of your businesses, 
and they'll resent those who are designated as decision makers. 
Some of them will lose their motivation to be responsible and will 

“experiment with various addictive behaviors -- from gambling to — 
alcoholism. There are exceptions to these negative consequences, 
of course, and some people do handle wealth and power grace- _ 
‘fully. But it is a difficult assignment at best and one that requires 
the greatest maturity and self-control. 

The question to ask is whether or not leaving large amounts 
of money to offspring is worth the risk it imposes on those you 
love. You must decide if you want to remove from your children 


the challenges that helped you succeed — the obligation to work - 
"hard, live frugally, save, build and produce by the sweat of your 


brow. Do you feel right about replacing that need for discipline. 
and industry with a ready-made empire that can be mishandled 
or squandered? : 

Please understand that I know this view is uitonyeneoual 
One of the reasons ‘people work so hard is so their children won't 
have to. They love their kids immeasurably and want to make 
things easier for them. Further, they've invested a lifetime in the | 
development of a business and the accumulation of wealth. Are 
they now going to sell it and walk away? That's an unpleasant 
prospect for any parent. 

I can't make that decision for others, of course. My obligation 
is simply to present the issue as I see it. And in my experience, the 
inheritance of wealth is threatening to family relationships, self- 
discipline, spiritual commitment, and responsible living. It should . 

‘be done only with great care, Vo of preparation, and much 
prayer.

Dear Valerie, 

Based on your current situation, | think a 20-year 
policy would work out fine. However, if you’re planning 
on having more kids, you might want to look into a 30- 
year plan. Let’s take a closer look at your situation. 

Twenty years from now, your kids will be 26 years 
old and 24 years old. Hypothetically, they both should 
have finished college by that time and be grown and liv- 
ing on their own. If you continue to follow my plan, you 
should also have paid off your home and be completely 
debt-free, and you will have been saving 15 percent of 
your income per year over those twenty years. That 
alone, on average, will give you more than a half-million 
dollars for retirement. 

Do you see where I’m going? Eventually, you be- 
‘come self-insured by getting out of debt, staying out of 
debt, and piling up cash. It’s that simple! So, if you’ve 
got $500,000 or more in your retirement fund, no debt,

Health Department plans to vaccinate thousands, 
‘mostly children, teens, and young adults 


The Health Department needs 
registered nurses—lots of them— 
to get HIN1 vaccine out quickly 
to the groups at high risk of devel- 
oping complications from the 
highly contagious virus. 

“We have grant funds from the 
state health department to pay 
RNs to give HIN1 vaccinations,” 
said Pat Fralick, Director of Fam- 
ily & Community Health for the 
Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan. “We have literally 
dozens of flu shot clinics to 
staff—in virtually every commu- 
nity in Antrim, Charlevoix, | 
Emmet, and Otsego counties. 
There is no way public health 
nurses can complete so many clin- 
ics in a short period of time with- 
out help.” 

Fralick said any registered 
nurses with licenses to practice in 
Michigan are welcome to submit 
an application for “Nurse Vaccina- 
tor”, even if they are not currently 
employed. Because children six 


months and up are included in a 
vaccine priority group, RNs who 
have experience giving pediatric 
injections—or who are willing to 
learn—are especially needed. 
“We have slots open during 
the day at school-based.clinics in 
middle and high schools and later 


in the afternoon and evening for 


- community clinics,’ 


’ she said. 
“Nurses will join a team with two 
to three public health nurses with 
extensive experience in mass vac- 
cination clinics. We’ll provide 
training and the nurses will work 


under our Medical Director’s 


standing orders.” | 
“Vaccination is the best pro- 


tection against influenza, includ; 


ing HIN1. We’re working fast to 
get our target groups—pregnant 
women, kids 6 months through 24 
years, and adults up to age 64 with

The picture book, Where the Wild Things Are, has been a nightstand ele 
for those with young children since it was released in 1963 by writer/illustrator 
Maurice Sendak. It tells the tale of a young boy named Max, who after 
throwing a tantrum and being sent to bed without supper, imagines sailing 
off to an island full of weird, mischievous creatures who Max conquers 
and becomes their king, goes on a “wild rumpus,” and returns back 
home to a warm dinner at the end of the book. 
A big part of the attraction to the book version of Where the 
_ Wild Things Are is the rather scary looking monster, and how 
these creatures are subdued by young Max, who has a “wild 
side” that can match anything they can dish out. What 
makes translating the book into a movie interesting is that 
there are only ten lines of text in the pririted copy...now. 
that must have kept the screenplay writers working over- 
time. 
The movie does a wonderful sa capturing the oth- 
erworldly feeling of the book.

So this is quite a turn, though I suppose a fantasy — 
film does have something in'common with all of the above. 

Max, played by Max Records, does a terrific job creating a very likeable character i ina . 
role that is basically about a young lad on along temper tantrum. _ ; 

If I have one misgiving about the film, it is that it seems to drag at times, drifting 

_along in spots as if unsure where to go next. While the run time is fairly trim 1 hour and _ 
34 minutes, remember the book only has ten sentences. Maybe some of the extra dia- 
logue created for the movie version could have been left on the cutting room floor. 

Bottom line; if you and your children enjoy the book,:this movie should be a definite 
consideration on your “to see” list. .
